Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant argued that Kaneko in view of Ogishima does not disclose 
the reflective layer comprising a portion extending the switching element, bebeath the slope of the adjusting layer, and 
to an edge of the slope of the adjusting layer that borders the transmissive area. However, applicant also considers to 
amend the claim to be more specific with the formation of a slit or opening or ridge. The Examiner will reconsider the 
claims upon receiving an official respond.
